GERMANY IN MOURNING. 


William I, Emperor of Germany is dead, at 
the age of ninety-one, and the land he ruled 
for twenty-seven years is in mourning. He 
has extended his days beyond reasonable 
hope, and yet life was dear to him, and he 
put off the crown regretfully. At the bier of 
the dead Emperor many thoughts arise, as 
the past is reviewed and the future is fore- 
told. 

William I was born March 22, 1797, and 
was the second son of King Frederick Wil- 
liam III and Queen Luise, a princess of 
Mecklenburg. Young William first distin- 
guished himself in the campaign of 1813 and 
1814, which, it will be recalled, ended with 
Napoleon’s overthrown and the restoration 
of Prussia. At the death of his father in 
1840, when his elder brother, Frederick 
William IV became king, he received the title 
of Prince of Prussia. At this time he was 
very unpopular, and when the Revolution 
broke out in 1848, he was obliged to leave 
the country and goto England. He com- 
manded a military force sent against the 
South German insurgents in 1849, and was 
successful in suppressing the revolution in 
the Palatinate and Baden. 

Later, when Prussia began to regret the 
supremacy of Austrian policy in the German 
affaizs, public opinion changed in regard to 
the prince. His strength and firmness began 
to be recognized as a support of Prussia’s 
greatness. This did not at all mean popu- 
larity, however, and there were frequent 
collisions between himself and the people 
when he attained the Regency in 1858 and 
became king in 1861. The people were 
specially irritated by the re-organization of 
the army, which by the king seemed to be an 
effective means of elevating the Prussian 
State, but was regarded by the people as an 
act of oppression. 

He was crowned king at Konigsberg on 
October 18, 1861, with great magnificence, 
yet the people remained cold toward him. 
In 1864, when the army was shown to be 
able and effective in the war with Denmark, 
the people changed in their feeling for him, 
but the popular regard for him was height- 
ened in the victories of 1866, when Austria 
and her allies suffered. Then not only he, 
but his intimate councillors, Bismarck, Von 
Moltke and Roon, were enthusiastically re- 
garded. 

On July 26, 1867, by the publicandum 
issued at Ems, he stood at the head of the 
newly-formed North German union. The en- 
tire responsibility of the war with France in 
1870-71 was with him, and his presence of 
mind, courage, decision, bravery and suc- 
cess, as they were repeatedly made mani- 
fest, completely conquered the people, and 
now the German princes united in offering 
the imperial crown of Germany to King 
William, and Jan. 18, 1871, he accepted it at 
Versailles. His return to Berlin on the 
fifteenth day of the following March, was a 
continuous ovation, attended by remarkable 
popular enthusiasm. And now this wise, 
calm, courageous, energetic king is dead. Yet 
as the people breathe the words, “ The Em- 
peror is dead,” the new Emperor comes» 
and the shout rises, “Long live the 
Emperor.” What a mockery is this shout. 
The hand of death is already laid upon him, 
and even now his voice is stifled. The 
solemnity of the occasion cannot be imagined. 

The disease from which the Emperor 
Frederick III suffers has deprived him of his 
speech, and he only talks by signs and in 
writing. He is only fifty-seven years old, 
being born Oct. 18, 1831. He was married 
in 1858 to the eldest daughter of Queen 
Victoria, herself Victoria Adelaide. It is 
believed that he will prove a worthy suc- 
cessor of his father if his life is spared and 
his health restored. But to-day all eyes are 
turned towards Prince Frederick William, 
heir to the throne. He will attain his 
thirtieth birthday on the twenty-seventh day 
of next January. In 1881 he married the 
Princess Victoria of Schlesnig, Holstein, 
Augustenburg, who was then twenty-two 
years old. Here then, is the state of German 


Prince Bismarck, who will be seventy-three 
years old on the first day of next April still 
lives. He is full of strength and vigor, and 
may be held as the real ruler of Germany, 
the one to whom the people may most safely 
turn. He is an excellent diplomatist and 
negotiator. Courageous, captivating, cool, 
he knows best when to act and what moves 
to make. The cause of Germany may per- 
haps be considered safe during his life, but 
there isa loud whisper around the worid 
that there may be trouble in the near future. 
Numerous court intrigues have permanently 
interfered with the friendship between the 
Dowager Empress Augusta and Prince Bis- 
marck. There must be a feeling of sympathy 
with the stricken nation just now in its dark 
hour, but this passes, and old-time feuds and 
ill-feelings are more deeply rooted, so that 
there is danger of the most terrible ex- 
perience Europe has ever known. Prince 
Bismarck is too wise to wait until Russia is 
ready for war. He cannot afford to wait 
that. The Czar can throw away a million 
lives, but the Germans are less numerous, 
and not a life can be idly lost. The Czar’s 
brother will attend the funeral, and the ap- 
pearance will be that of warm friendship. 
Time alone will tell. Ifthe war cloud that 
hangs over Europe bursts, no man can read 
the consequences. The alliances between the 
powers are so numerous that neutrality is 
impossible, and the entire continent must be 
disturbed. 

With the modern fiendish inventions, war 
means to-day something more terrible than 
has ever been conceived. It must be of 
short duration, but after the slaughter the 
desolation would be more complete and 
awful than ever known. All the world 
should pray that peace prevail, and that the 
next chapter of the world’s history be not 
written in precious blood.

THE GREAT STORM. 


Some day in years to come, a silver-haired 
grandfather will take the child upon his knee, 
when asked to tell a real true story, and nar- 
rate some thrilling experience of the days we 
now are living. “The most terrible storm 
I ever knew,” he will say “was that of the 
spring of 1888. The spring had promised 
much, and the feeling animated each that 
summer was near. The breath of the roses 
from the earlier summer lands seemed then 


tiently the dear days that seemed so near, 
when silently the snow fell, and watching the 
tiny white-winged flakes flutter through the 
air, there was no thought of the terrible 
work the army of wee creatures would do 
when they had united.” And then the aged 
one will tell such story as may have been 
his, out of the many that are being lived now 
and driw wonderful pictures of the scenes 
that are passing in these strange days. This 
is the storm of the century. For fifly years 
presumably, no such has been; for fifty 
years, assuredly, no such will be. 
The storm had its origin in Utah, but it 
reached New York Sunday night. Atone 
o’clock the telegraph between New York 
and Washington was lost. Then all lines to 
Philadelphia and the West gave out, and 
finally the local circuit failed. Then came a 
wave of zero weather and soon the city was 
enveloped in a shroud of snow, and progress 
on the street was impossible. Ice formed 
on the East river, and by daylight the stream 
was frozen complete. Ferry-boats were ice- 
fastened, and all crossing from shore to shore 
had to be done on foot. No trains arrived 
or left the Grand Central station. All along 
the road trains are reported stalled. The 
drifts of snow are said to be thirty feet deep. 
The storm has been severest in New York. 
The Post-Office there is filled with mail 
waiting to be sent. The telegraph offices 
are crowded with telegrams that will be sent 
as soon as the wires can be made to work. 
The desolation is perfect there. Since nine 
o’clock Monday morning, not a car of any 
kind has been moved in New York at this 
writing. People were frozen to death on 
their way to their homes, and all the horrors 
of a Dakota blizzard were experienced in New 
York city.

is well known, carbon is speedily oxydized, 
carbonic acid being exhaled in the breathing 
process, at the same time nitrogenous matter 
is returned to the soil in the form of excre- 
ment and also in the animal at death. 


The Bacteria or Germ Theory. 

A similar function is exerted by the fungi, 
which inhabit soils. These two agents per- 
form the rough work of oxidation, but do not 
bring the nitrogen into condition most suita- 
ble for plant food; this object is accomplished 
by the bacteria or germ theory. One essential 
condition for processes of oxidation is of course 
the presence of the oxygen of the air; the ef- 
fect of tillage is consequently greatly to pro- 
mote oxidation, the loosening of the soil al- 
lows the airto permeate, and consequently the 
oxygen. Water is essential for the action of 
all living agents. A great excess of water is 
however fatal to oxidation, air being excluded, 
as the soil is filled with water. Temperature 
is a prime factor in determining the rate of 
oxidation, certain ranges of temperature being 
more conducive to oxidation, sixty degrees 
about the minimun. A further condition very 
favorable to oxidation is the presence of some 
base in the soil capable of forming salts with 
the acids that are produced, without the pres- 
ence of such a base, no formation of nitric acid 
will occur. This part is generally played by 
lime, either naturally present or by its ad- 
dition. 

Origin of Soils. 

And now a few words in regard to soils. 
Soils owe their origin to the disintegrations 
or gradual crumbling down of rocks, by the 
actions of water, air, frost and various other 
agencies. Through the action of air, moisture 
and carbonic acid, the stony particles which 
make up a soil are chemically decomposed, 
and certain of their mineral constituents, 
potash, soda, etc. are rendered soluble and 
capable of assimilation by plants, and right 
here I want to again call your attention to 
lime, carbonate of lime, as an aid to the culti- 
vator. Now one of the principal elements 
that is necessary for the formation of carbonic 
acid is lime, and as carbonic acid plays the 
most important part in the disintegrations of 
rocks and other insoluble minerals contained 
in the soil, its use on some soil you must ac- 
cept as a true fertilizer. I will admit it is not 
necessary on all soi's, but by its application 
in an experimental way you may find gvod re- 
sults. Again soils have the capacity of grasp- 
ing potash and phosphoric acid and locking 
them up, or in other words these chemicals 
revert to the soil becoming “ part and parcel” 
of it, remaining there until vegetation takes 
it up, never backs through but there it re- 
mains in combination with other chemicals, 
Carbonic acid can unlock it and make it sol- 
uble, and lime in combination with humus 
forms carbonic acid, so you will see that lime 
is the indirect aid to the liberation of man 
latent fertilizers, making them soluble that 
plants can appropriate. Some cultivators tell 
you that they have realized no benefit from 
the application of lime, and I think they say 
truthfully, for their soils do not need it; but 
I say that these light sandy soils do. These 
soils have been produced by the sediment of 
large bodies ot water, and as lime is only sol- 
uble one part to 7,000 parts water you can 
readily see there must be a deficiency in that 
element. As different plants require different 
mineral substances, or of different quantities 
of the same substance or soil which has become 
unfitted for the growth of one species, may 
still be fitted for other species, and thus we 
rotate our crops until, by the slow disintegra- 
tion of the mineral substances permit the 
growth of the first species.
